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1. On, . Deceniber 1949 the farmers of Yun Cheng Gg Ph ) and Tao Bea (Pk 
Ab) + Villages of the Vantan (119-29, 29-09) district, Lanchi Hsien, 
appealed to the Asien government for exerrvotion from food comandeering. 
During an official meeting in the helen government offices to discuss 
the grievances, word got out that the farmers’ revregentatives had been 
killed. <A crowd of more than a thousend farmers waiting ontside rushed 
the trooxvg guarding the offices, teak two light machine guns and about 
eighty rifles, and killed the heien magistrate, the assistant magistrate, 
and twenty other officials. Ths farmers also releaged all corisoners. 


2. obs subsequently attacked and destroyed local magistrates’ offices, mblic 
security bureau offices, revenue offices, and Peovle's Bank offices, killing 
officialg and police in the Houjen (119-23, 2916) Nu Pu (¥ 38 ) and Huo 


Chiang ( ) districts. These robs were made un of more than 4,900 
farmere, and they were encouraged by the success of the revolt in the Vanten 
district. 


3. By & January 1950 Communist troovs from an adjacent hsien arrived to wut down 
the revolt, killing about seventy farmers. Some farmers have joined the snti- 
Commniat guerrilles in the mountaing. . 


4. When farmera in Chuchi Hsien (120=13, 29-4) and Iwa Haien (120-03, 29-18) 
refused to pay taxes in kind, Comrunist authorities, fearing another revolt, 
sent volitical workers in to exolein the Lanchi Hsien incident. The agents 
are saying that the revolts are the work of Kuomintang agents, four of whom 
have been executed. 
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
